Carden Notes 


There are several ways of controlling 
slugs in the garden, and on a small plot 
about the moat convenient is to put 
down slug bait or slug pellets in (he 
damp and shaded parts of the garden 
and around any special plants to be 
protect* d. 


Ite goes, but in Hie form of chewed-up 
plants and in the slimy trail he exudes 
as he travels. You can see these trails 
quite clearly, glistening in the morning 
sunlight across the grass, and partic¬ 
ularly on rocks and stepping stones. 

While these slime trails show quite 
clearly where he ha* been, you, hardly 
ever meet up with Mr. Slug himself 
during the daylight hours unless you lift 
up the ground-hugging iotiage of some 
low-growing plant or turn over a stone 
in the dampest ami most sunless part 
ol the garden. Whai you will find there 
will probably give you the shudders.

A gardener s battle against pest* is 
never really over. All through the spring 
months we do our best to outwit the 
wily cutworm, who likes nothing better 
than to chew through the stems of our 
newly set-out plants at soil level, and 
no sooner has thin menace abated than 
the aphids and thrips and leaf-hoppers 
appear on the scene. Then, as soon as 
the weather turns cool, out come the 
slugs. 

These slimy creature* are every¬ 
where this year, chewing holes in the 
stems and gnawing at the succulent 
young shoots of our plants with their 
rasp-like tongues. You :an't kick over 
a atone anywhere in our garden without 
finding at least half a dozen of the little 
beasts, and the soli Is full ol their eggs, 
locking like masses of dirty grey 
tapiora.

The poison used is mrtaJdehyde. a 
farm of solidified alcohol used also as 
'.earned heat" for heaung up picnic 
lunches, and popular with Skid Row 
characters as the source of a cheap jag. 
Met aldehyde pellets possess a fatal 
attraction for slugs, and they will turn 
■side from the juiciest plants to nibble 
at the bait. Its effect is to dissolve the 
creatures into a horrible mess ol slime. 

In sections of the garden where a 
more general treatment is needed. I 
have been having pretty good luck by 
watering plants and soil with a weak 
solution of ordinary household disin¬ 
fectant such as Creolin. Creocide. Jeye* 
Fluid or Lysol. 1 tablespoonful per 
gallon. 1 suspect this acta more as ■ 
deterrent and repellent rather than as a 
slue-killer, but a low rock wall in our 
garden that provided a happy home Cor 
thousands of slugs has been aa dean 
at a whittle since I started using the 
disinfectant.

One arm was amputated at 
the shoulder, the other above 
the elbow. 

Now Mr. Brett has passed 
his driving tests and received 
his driver’s licence. 


Since Jan. 22, the date of 
the accident, he has come a 
long way. 

First he recovered from 
his massive injuries. Then 
he was fitted with artificial 
arms and he had to learn 
how to use them. 

Mr. Brett says the red 
letter day of them all came 
when he received the licence, 
his biggest step towards per¬ 
sonal Independence. 


Motor vehicles branch 
examiner Peter Craig said 
Mr. Brett', is the first ever 
issued to anyone in B.C. with 
arm amputations such as 
his. 

An extension on the turn¬ 
ing signal lever and a foot- 
operated e m er ge ncy brake 
were the only changes re¬ 
quired for his car.
